He further stated that the company had 185 soldiers, including 7 of the 
192? class * and that its officers had just arrived i>o n the U.S.SA They were 
not acquainted with the model Stankach automatic carbine because, in the 
U*S»S*R,» thoy had been trained only with the Gorinova model* A sergeant of 
the unit' attended an officers* training course in Baden*
